Informant noted that PYLE claimed to be buying 60,000 
sheets of paper at a time and that this volume would last him for" 
approximately three or four months. PYLE claimed to be paying $1.50 
per thousand, which T=3 states would indicate that the paper is not 
coming directly from a wholesale supply house. T-3 pointed out 
that with "THE POLITICAL HEPORTER" normally having twelve sheets 
printed on each side that the above useage of paper would reflect 
a circulation of 1500 to approximately 1900 per month.

There will be set out hereinafter a list of individuals

There is no information available at present as to whether or not the 
addressees of "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" requested the paper or were 
merely getting it gratuitously. An indication of PYLE^s practice 
of sending the paper to people t^o had not requested it and who were 
in fact highly opposed to it can be found in the fact that numerous 
individuals have called it to the attention of this office and other 
Bureau Offices o These poeple had no knowledge as to how their 
names got on "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" mailing list, 

A specific example of PYLE^s practice in this regard is

The March, 1953 issue of "THE POLITICAL REPORTER", which 
is designated as Volume 2, Noo 7, contains an article on page I3 
thereof entitled. -^jgoor White Christians^, by HARRY WILLIAM PYLE. 
The tenor of this' article can be indicated by the following excerpts, 
which are paragraphs 1, 2, 5, and the lastj paragraph: 

"Evangelist Billy Graham told a gathering of the gullible 
at Little Rock^ Ark., March the 9th., that no nation has ever turned 
against the Jews and lived long afterward. He also intimated that 
this applied to the individual as well. 

"At this time wSuen the Anti-Defamation League, and other 
Jewish organizations are trying to force raqial mixing, which will

"Do you realize that wars use up our raw materials and 
within a few short years. we will have to depend upon foreign 
countries for our raw materials. Our Oil^ Iron^ Tij^ber and minerials 
are not un-limited and once wasted we will be at the mercy of our 
enemies? 

"Do you realize that this United States can not support 
the waste that the new Deal has placed upon us? Do you realize 
that we are supporting foreign politicians so long as they play 
along our line or as long as the new Delaers think they are? Do you 
realize we are building rods, deeding Millions in the attempt to educate 
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them to our way of thinking and^ while do sOj our skid rows in this 

country continue to grow? Do you realize the load and the drain upon 
your income such wild ideas have produced? 

^^Do you realize that your income tax are being used to sell 
you upon cockeyed foreign plans and wars that will only bring distruction 
upon this Nation? Do you realize that if we continue to increase the 
income tax take and add more sales taxs to our burden we will be 
helping radicals in this coantry? 

"Do you realize that with taxes going beyond reason and 
waste in all branches of government we must put a stop to the loading 
down of the padded pay rolls and hangers on? Our National Welfare 
demands that all loyal citizens must take a hand in political acts 
to defend our Country o Political gangsters live and wax fat while the 
icommon citizen skimps and fights to make ends meet.

Protective Association 



The ^^White Sentinel*^, a publication of the National Citizens 
Protective Association, Sto Louis , Missouri, in the January , 1953 
issue contained an article entitled, "Welcome to oior Fellow Patriotic 
Journalist", which stated that the"^White Sentinel\' takes pride in 
bringing to its readers four other publications which ape doing a 
great service in arousing America to the Negro menace. "f^llt welcomed 
these publications, one of which was "THE POLITICAL REPOR^R", and 
contained indications that this publication deals strongly with the 
race question, the United Nations, the protection of Am^erica and 
, upholding her soverigntyo ^ 

In the March, 1953 issue of the "White Sentinel", there is 
an article stating that the first meeting of the National Board of 
the National Citizens Protective Association was held on February 2^ 
and March 1, 1953 at the home of HARRY WILLIAM PYtE , 3601 South Lloyd 
Circle, Memphis, Tennesseec The article states that at the concluMon 
of this meeting, PYLE was assigned to organize chapters of th^^^^t^^A in- 
Mississippi, Texas, Arkansas, and Indiana. ^ 

Memphis Confidential Informant T-7, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that a letter to members 
and friends of the NCPA dated January 12, 1953, as well as the 
' March .and April, 1953 issues of the "White Sentinel" reflect ths*;-v:^^^^ 
HARRY WILLIAIVI PYIE ^ Memphis, Tennessee, was a member of the National 
Executive Board of the NCPAo 

The December, 1952 issue of the "V/hite Sentinel" reflects 
<, that PYLE was also the Chairman of the Memphis, Tennessee Chapter 
\ of the NCPA.i* , :^>.

^^^^^^^MIJl^QI^ s JOH N ^ W oTOyhELTON , and other officers of the NCPA 
made a trip to Memphis, T^mep^S^ in March, 1953 where they met for 
the first time with HARRxWSEiXM PYLEc This meeting with PYLE had 
resulted from correspondence between PYLE and HAMILTON in which PYLE 

— -Jiad indicated a great interest in the Negro problem and had further 
shown interest in the work being done by the NCPA to combat ^ this 
problem. During the March meeting, PYLE had promised to organize chap-* 
ters of the NCPA in Memphis and in surrounding states. According to 
Informant, both WOLF and HAMILTON were impressed with ' PYLE and as a 
result had appointed him to membership on the National Board of the 
NCPA and designated PYLE as chairman of a skeleton chapter organized 
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at Memphis^. According; to this soiii'.ce:^ both WOLF and HAMILTON believed 
that H^ARRgPYIg would be a great organizer for the NCPA, 

Informant learned in June, 1953 from WOLF and HAMILTON 
that since the above meeting, PILE had made many suggestions which 
were not acceptable to the leaders of the NCPAo Informant stated 
^ that WOLF and HAMILTON considered PYLE as being very domineering and 
v' claimed that he was trying to tell them how to run the NCPAo Infonnant 
'noted that according to WOLFj PYLE had become angry because "some of 
his suggestions were not accepted and had begun writing letters to 
various individuals throughout the United States criticizing WO'LF and 
HAMILTON and urging that these individuals have nothing to do with them 
or the NCPAo This, according to VfOLF^ was an attempt on the part of 
PYLE to undermine the work being done by himself and HAMILTON and to 
cause disunity within the NCPA* Informant pointed out that accord- 

ing to WOLF, the latter had learned that PYLE was attempting to arrange 
things so that he could take over the leadership of the NCPA as well as 
that of several other organizationSo According to WOLF, PYLE intended 
to unite these into one organization which could then be used for 
PYLE's own personal monetary gain o 

Informant pointed out that WOLF stated that a meeting of 
various organizations was to be held in Columbus, Georgia on June 20, 
1953 and that the leaders of the NCPA were not invited to attend this 
meeting. Notwithstanding this, they were going to the meeting in order 
to put an end to the aspirations of PYLE and place him in a position 
\fttoere he would not be able to take over the NCPA or any other organ i- 
zationo ., .' 

Informant noted that the meeting was held in Columbus,'i.- -* v 
Georgia on June 20, 1953 and was opened by Mrs,. JESSIS^I^BNKIN S . 
Mrs. JENKINS made the" opening talk at the conference in which she 
urged that all those prese^ become affiliated wi-th an organization 

headed by her known as the/fetions^^ l \ 

After her opening remarks, Mrs o "JENKINS turned the meetir^^ove'r tp 
PYLE who called on BmjilSNDRIX of Tallahassee / .Florida for his £}^j^ 
observations o It is noted that HENDRIX was connected with the S^^ern 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klano HENDRIX discussed the need for unity -^ 
among the various organizations interested in fighting the Negroes 
and Jewish people • x-r-, ^.4 

Subsequently, during the meeting _FQRBST^^jAtQLE^ wh'o'was 
infuriated with developments therein, referred to PYLE as "this 
copperhead" o WOLF accused PYLE of sending letters all over the 
United States ia which he had made untrue remarks concerning the 
NCPA and its officerso At this point, BILL HEMDRIX stated that 
HARRY PYLE should be relieved of the chairmanship of the meeting 
in order to settle the feud between hipi and WOLFo 
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PRANCIS McHAIL was made temporary chairman and called on 
JOHN V^o HAT^ILTON of the NCPA. HAMILTON denounced PYLE and Stated 
that it was PTLE^s idea to attempt to take over the organization with 
the thought in mind that he would make money in operating it • He 
stated that PYLE had attempted to rewrite the by-laws of the NCPA 
and that the by-laws .written by PYLE did not reflect the aims of the 
NCPA but instead referred to the personal accomplishments of PYLE and 
of a newspaper printed by him called "THE POLITICAL REPORTERo" 

After the foregoing meeting was re cess ed, the representatives 
of the NCPA delegation met with all those in attendance at the conference 
except HARRY PYLE and MrSo JESSIE JENKINS c At this meeting, JOHN Wo 
HAMILTON discussed what had been accomplished by the NCPA,) denounced 
PYLE, and called him a "snake in the grass ♦" WOLF discussed further 
some of the many things that had been done by PYLE after his affili- 
ation with the NCPA which indicated to him that PYLE could not be 
trusted and that he was attempting to use the NCPA and other anti- 
Negro organizations for his own personal gain« Following this, there 
was a general discussion concerning PYLE in which it was evident that 
all of those in the room had sided against PYLEo 

PETER XAVIER of Dayton, Ohio> who had previously been 
accused by WOLF of being a personal friend of PYLE, stated that this 
was the first time he had met PYLE and for some reason did not trust 
PYLEo 

At SsOO pom» the delegates*, except PYLE resumed the 
conference and PYLE sent word that he was sick and would not be present, 
Mrs. JENKINS pointed out that in view of the charges which had been 
brought against PYLE that she was not able to go through the agenda, 
which included a discussion of the NATO organization and Universal^ 
Military Training o HAMILTCN stated that they were interested only 'in 
the Negro problem and that his only reason for coming to the conference 
was to put PYLE in his place o 

Informant advised that subsequently BILL HENDRIX advised ^ 
JOHN Wc HAMILTON that he had prepared a press release concerning the 
meeting,'\ A copy of the June 21, 19 53 issue of the "Sunday Ledger- 
Inquirer" published at Columbus, Georgia contained a news article 
on the front page entitled, "Klan Organizes New Group Here"« This 
article stated that a United KKK with representatives reportedly from 
several sections of the United States, had been quietly organizing 
in Columbus, Georgiao It stated that the announcement was made by 
BILL HENDRIX, former Grand Dragon of the Florida Klano

Relative to the White Circle League of America, it will 
be noted that JOSEfe:yBE AIIHARNIAS , the head and founder thereof, was 
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found guilty of circulating literature tending to defame a race in a 
Chicago Municipal Court in Chicago in 1950 • The State Charter of the 
White Circle League of America was revoked on June 27, 19 50 on 
grounds that literature of the League was ^^highly inflamatoxy and would 
cause conflict among the races<." BEAUHARNIAS' conviction in a Chicago 
Mxmicipal Court in 1950 was upheld by the Illinois Supreme Court on 
January IS, 1951 « The case was subsequently taken to the Uo S.o Supreme 
Court and this court upheld the lower court on April 2S, 195 2o 

On May 5, 195 4, Memphis Confidential Informant T-S, an 
individual who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that Mo Bo SHERRILLj Fort Pierce, Florida, who was spearheading the 
drive to establish chapters of instant organization throughout Florida 
and the Southern states, stated that "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" was the 
official publication adopted by the White Circle League of America* 

Memphis Confidential Informant T-9, an individual who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that Mo Bo SHERRILL, 
Post Office Box 1071, Fort Pierce, Florida, received mail from HARRY 
WILLIAM PYLE and "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" pn February 2S, March 2, 7, 
10, 1^5,16, and 22, 1954o 

Memphis Confidential Informant T-S, supra, advised that 
the application for membership in the White Circle League reflected 
that the Southern States and Florida Headquarters for the White Circle 
League were in care of Mo Bo SHERRILL, Post Office Box 1071, 
Fort Pierce, Floridao 

PYLE^s Connection With the Pro<-Southerhers 

Memphis Confidential Informant T-10, who has fiu?nished 
reliable information in the past, advised on May 17? 1954 that the 
above Mc Bo SHERRILL was no longer distributing literature issued by 
the White Circle League of America as he was unable to get along with 
the national organization of the White Circle League and was at that 
time trying to establish an organization in the South under tiie name 
of the Pro -Southerners a 

T<=10 continued that he gained from conversation with 
SHERRILL that the co^partner of SHERRILL in the Pro-Southerners was 
HARRY WILLIAM PYIE of" Memphis o He also noted- that PYLE was in close 
contact with WILLIAM JoT^^^FIN of Tampa, .J^^orida who organized the 
Association of FloHBTTlans "^urirg the summer of 19 52« 

On June 22, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant T-10 
advised that PYLE had stated that the Patrick Heniy Organization had 
issued ai cha3:ter to SHERRILL and the Pro-Southerners . PYLE explained 
that the Patrick Henry Organization had no printed charter or 
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charter forms so a special typed copy was made up and sait by 
Mrs. JESSIE JENKINS, secretary of the organization, and by him, PILE, 
as acting president, PILE stated to informant that he, as vice 
president, had been acting as president and would continue to do so 
until the July. 10 conference of the Patrick Henry OrganLzati-on when 
officers would be elected. Informant continued that PYLE stated that 
this charter which was issued to SHERILL gnd the Rro-Southemers gave 
him full authority to act as a special unit of the Patrick Henry 
Organization and that it covers the entire nation as his to organize 
under the name of Pro-Southerners. PYLE stated this was done by 
the Patrick Henry Organization as that organization had the highest 
respect for SHERRILL and his ability to organize and above all, his 
loyalty and willingness to cooperate with real patriots. PYLE further 
assured informant that SHERRILL and those who join in with the Patrick 
Henrys would get the closest cooperation from all of the officers. ■ 

On June IS, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant further 
advised that from the literature that he had received from SHERRILL 
and some person connected with him, it was clear to him that the aims 
and oblectives of the Pro -Southerners were similar to those advocated 
by thg>^K and were extremely anti-Negro, anti-Jew, and advocated 
full States Rights without Federal intervention ? 

On June 21, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant T-11, an 
individual who has furnished reliable information in the past, made 
available a letterhead of the Pro -Southerners that listed HARRY 
WILLIAM PYLE as ChairTnan of the Supervisory Board. 

On May 17, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant T-10, supra, 
advised that he had learned from SHERRILL that the membership fee in 
the Pro-Southerners would be $2 per year plus $2 a year for a sub- 
scription to "THE POLITICAL REPORTER", the latter publication having 
been adopted by SHERRILL as the official publica-tion of the Pro- 
Southerners. 

Connection of PYLE With the Knights 
Of The Kuklos Klan 

On November Ig, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant T-12, 
an individual vho has furnished reliable information in the past, made 
available a letter dated Octobe^r 22, 1954 from HARRY WILLIAM PYLE, 
Memphi s , Ten ne s se e , to Mr. PA'^iVHJfi^PHY , 6140^^0 spe ct ,_gall as , texas . 
Informant advised that this letter had apparently been written to "^ 
MURPHY by PYLE after MURPHY had answered an ad which had_been placed 
in the. "Fort Worth Star Telegram" on Sunday, June 27, 1954, whidi 
read as follows; 
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"White people of America, if you believe in and 
want to keep white supremacy, segregation, and our 
American way of life, write Pro -Southerners, Post 
Office Box IO7I5 Fort Pierce, Florida*" 

This letter stated that "Brother" HQR A G^jk llliEEL^of^Wa^c^y 
.Texas had sent MURPHY^s letter of the 19th to PILE 'with the request 
that PYIE supply the information requested by MURPHIo The letter 
further stated that he hoped that the information furnished encouraged 
, MURPHY to get into the mood to join and help "us save this nation from 
the Negroes, Zionists, and Communists <>" The entire letter was devoted 
to explanations to MURPHIt, giving details relating to the Knights of 
the Kiildos Klan which it distinguished as a separate organization from 
the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Atlanta, Georgia. The letter stated 
that the Knights of the Kuklos Klan was from the original Nathan 
Bedford Forrest Klan, and that its plans, purposes, and initiations 
were based on what took place before 1^6? and during the Reconstruction 
Period o The letter stated that "We do not accept Catholics, not 
because of religious beliefs ;, but because 'our^ initiation work 
cannot be accepted by their Church o" It furtfier stated that "we do 
not and will not fight white Catholics «" 

The letter explained that anyone over eighteen years of age 
v/as eligible for membership but that they preferred that the ones 
between eighteen and twenty be "above average in their thinking o" 
The letter stated that a person would have to take an oath to uphold 
the United States, its flag, and to protect the white or Aryan womanhood 
and children, also uphold white supremacy and to work to retain segre- 
gation in force, not' just in the schools but in all pabLic and social 
gathe rings o The letter stated that the obligations also called for 
an oath that the applicant will fight against Communism and the many 
*^H-Red. front So 

The letter stated that the Grand Dragon or His Exalted Cyclops 
will not order a member to go and beat up some female or male who has 
"been caught in the wrong bed<i" It further stated that no member would 
be ordered to do any illegal act but rather that the leader might ask 
a member to help the law enforcement officers to keep order and peace 
in the community « It also pointed out that the member mi^t be 
requested to help to get Klansmen into public office or to help get 
those who" stood for Americanism into officeo 

The above letter was on the letterhead of the Pro -Southerners 
which identified PYLE^ the signer of the letter, as the Board 
Chairman of the Supervisory Board of the Pro-Southerners * 

Relative to the Knights of the Kuklos Klan, it wiH be 
noted that Memphis Confidential Informant T°3j supra, stated on 
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March 30, 195 5 that PYIE had just informed him that he was at that 
time connected with and supporting this organizationo PILE stated to 
Informant that the Kni^ts of the KiMos Klan was an organization 
designed to follow the pattern and exanple of the Ku Klux Klan which 
existed in Reconstimction Days in the South o

"This one thing, failure to put American First in the 
hearts of her countrymen — has wrought her temporary downfall e * It is 
in the headlines every dayo America is failing herself, her Devinely- 
inspired Founders, and the world, because her own people do not love 
her enough o Her leaders have failed her in that they also have not 
loved America with all their hearts and souls «> If we who are free 
American_*do not love and revere our onw land first, and are not 
grateful for her ideals and principals, then we but bring tragedy 
upon our selves^- such as the Korean war, which is the prelude to 
WW III, But the ignorant, the alien-minded, scorn the slogan, AMERICA 
FIRSTc' ^Better death in the discharge of one's own duty, than success 
along an alien patho'" 
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The May, 1953 issue of "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" on pages 3, 
4,, and 5 contains an article entitled, "The Antithesis of Freedom" 
by MARILYN Ro ALLEN , which discusses a message which President 
EISENHOWER sent to the American Jewish Tercentenary Committee ^s 
national conference in New York (April 11/ 1953) to plan the 
observance next year of the 300th Anniversary of Jewish settlement 
in Americae This article contains the following statement s 

"This tribute to the strangling j anti- Christian power of 
Jewry in America is not only hypocritical and untrue, but is a dires^t 
slap in the face of truly great stalwart CHRISTIAN AMERICANS who did'

THE POLITICAL REPORTER 

Considerable information relative to the aims and objectives 
of "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" has been set out under the editorial 
policy of the paper. In addition thereto, the- following excerpts are 
believed to be pertinent: 

The April, 1953 issue on page 20, under the caption, 
"Editors Note," contains the followings

"Sixth — keep informed on how your Senator and Congressman 
votes upon Segregation!, the UN, the McCrran-Walter Act* If they
